A countless multitude of vehicles of every descrip- 
tion, filled with company, and an endless throng of 
pedestrians were seen filing along the road from 
Hyde Park corner to Brandenburgh house, which pre- 
sented at one view, a continuous moving line of spec- 
tators. All the windows were decorated with boughs 
of laurel and white flags, some bearing mottos, as 
‘ Innocence Triumphant,’ ‘ Protection for the Op- 
pressed,’ ‘ God defend the Queen.’ The ensign of 
Britain was displayed on the tower of Hammersmith 
church. while the bells were ringing a merry peal. 
The procession was headed by Alderman Waithman, 
preceded by four beadles on horse-back bearing gilt 
maces, and male inhabitants of the ward, in 24 open 
landeaus, each drawn by four horses, and 10 carriages 
with pairs 

The Spitalfield Deputation arrived at one o’clock, 
headed by 14 gentlemen of the committee on horse- 
back, bearing blue wands tipt with gold, then a bar- 
ouche and four horses, bearing the grand flag of the 
silk weavers—then a line of 26 barouches drawn by 
four horses. the postilions in jackets of rich yellow 
satin. Then followed the deputation of Cripplegate 
ward, in 30 close carriages—then Adgate deputation, 
in 18 carriages drawn by four horses, preceded by a 
horseman bearing a flag Next followed the proces- 
sion from Paddington. The procession arrived in 
tront of Brandenburgh house, when the queen made 
her appearance at on of the windows. 

The ladies of Paddington first presented their ad- 
dress. ‘ihe queen entered the room where they 
had assembled and bowed very graciously to the As- 
sembly. The address being given to her, she gave 
it to the Rev. Mr. Marcus toread. Alderman 
Wood then read her majesty’s answer.— The ladies 
then kissed hands and retired. The gentlemen next 
presented their address, and went through the same 
ceremony. Allthe other addresses were then pre- 
senied in succession. 

She wore a 
dress of deep crimson, a rich point lace tippet, a tur- 
ban head-dress, with a plume of white feathers tip-
